does so much harm In ItHnlf, but It 
uses up the alkali reserve of the 
blood, 
and 
this is what leads to 


acldosls or poisoning. 


There are of course severe condi- 


tions such as diabetes in which acld- 
osls Is an outstanding -symptom, and 
where the patient, before the discov- 
ery of Insulin, simply sank Into un- 
consciousness and death. However

thua suffer to some extent with the 
symptoms of acldosls. 


These are first that tired out feel- 


log, dull feeling nil the time, no de- 
sir* for work or play, lack of appe- 
tite, and a desire to sleep most of the 
time. 


Now certain 
foods create more 


acids In the body than others, and 
they thus render lh« blood less alka- 
line. These are cheese, white bread, 
fat of any kind, white of eggs, pax- 
try, puddings, potatoes, sugar. They 
are good foods In themselves, but In 
some folks they use up too much of 
the alkaline reserve of the blood. 


Foods that are loss acid, more al- 


kaline salts In them, and are thus 
said to "sweeten" the blood are ripe 
fruits, egg yolk, beans, peas, whole

cereals. 


It has been routine treatment for 


years to feed the'body some afkall 
to counteract this, and 
so our old 


familiar baking soda has .been pre-

soda every day. 


You can see 
that a condition of 


acldosls could develop 
from eating 


too much acid forming foods, or not 
enough of the alkaline foods. 


However. It Is felt that It Is un 


wise to "overeat" the alkaline foods 
In order to get an alkaline reserve. 
To cut down on' the acid foods Is the 
safer plan, because It l« the large 
quantity of acid foods that have to be 
neutralised that uses up the alkali in 
the blood.

Feeding Cod Liver Oil 


to Quite Young Chicks 


Cod liver oil may be fed to young 


chicks In the amount of 1 per cent of 
the mash, or one pint of oil to each 
100 pounds of mash, and glren until 
they are from four to alx weeka of 
age. when, If they are out upon a 
grass range, they will not need It long- 
er. It may be fed, however, at long 
as the pooltryman desires. If you de- 
alre to mix the oil with the maah In 
small quantities, you can follow the 
Cornell rule, vli.: two teaapoonfuU of 
oil daily to each 100 chicks, increas- 
ing the amount by one teaapoonful 
each two weeks until four teaspoon 
fnls are glren, and feeding It up to 
all or eight weeks. If large quantities 
of maah are to be prepared, the oil 
may be sprinkled or sprayed upon It 
while It is apread upon the floor. In 
*maJl quantities, the oil may lie mixed 
with a little of the mash by hand, 
and this may then be distributed 
through the entire amount that it It 
desired to use. As the oil loses some- 
thing of us value upon standing. It 
la best not to prepare the maah for 
more than a few days ahead. The

A good ration can do but three 


thlnga—flr*r. build up and replace 
wont-down tissues of the hen'a body; 
aecond, furnish the body with beat and 
energy; and third, manufacture egga.

ia naturally unfit or poorly developed 
for laying. Immature or sickly bird* 
cannot be made to produce egga by 
simply giving them an egg-producing 
rattan. Flrat of all, the body and 
health of the fowl mnat be In the prop- 
er condition. Then, with care and 
proper food, best results will be ob- 
tained ; but good care and proper feed- 
tof will not make a naturally poor 
layer a high producer.

Cows that are depend- 
ent on pasture alone cannot get the 
amount of feed they need. When we 
stop to consider that the average cow 
needs 100 to 150 pounds of pasture 
grass p«r day for maintenance and 
production, we can easily se* why It 


the '* necessary to furbish some additional 


feed." 


"The feeding of grain on pasture Is 


so Important," states Prof. E. L. Sav- 
age of Cornell university in Dairy- 
men's League News, "That I am going 
to take the time end space to empha- 
size It again. A mixed grain feed 
containing 17.5 per cent to 20 per cent 
protein should be fed on pasture." 


For farmers who do not raise suffi- 


cient grains, there are many balanced 
ration feeds on the market, use of 
which will bring profit In Increased 
milk flow. Most of them contain 
corn, oat and wheat products and oth- 
er grain raised cheaply In the corn 
belt states. These eventually 
find 


their way Into the enormous milk sup- 
ply of cities such as New York, Phil- 
adelphia or Boston, according to the 
National Dairy council. Dairymen la 
New York use large amounts of feed 
produced In the West, and hare 
learned that they cannot 
produce 


milk profitably and maintain their 
herds without adding a grain ration 
to spring and summer pastures.
